Efforts to promote tree 
planting and forest 
enhancement during 2004 
have earned 176 Illinois 
communities Tree City USA desig- 
nation, and with Arbor Day around 
the comer it's even more appropri- 
ate to pay tribute.to the almighty 
tree. 

For more than a decade, Illinois 
has ranked second in the nation for 
the number of communities partic- 
ipating in theTrec City USA pro- . 
gram. 

Ubertyville, Antioth, 
Lindenhurst, Grayslake and Gurnee 
have all been designated tree cities. 

The program promotes tree 
planting and care initiatives in 
urban areas and calls public atten- 
tion to thp economic, health and 
aesthetic benefits trees offer. 
Participants are encouraged to 
consider trees as an integral part of 
their communities' futures. 

All Tree Cities must meet four 
criteria: Each must legally desig- 
nate a city official or volunteer tree 
advocate as having authority over 
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the management and care of the 
community's urban forest; each 
must have a community tree ordi- 
nance diat specifically recognizes 
the local tree authority and identi- 
fies urban forest management and 
tree care standards by which the 



community will abide; Each must 
invest at least $2 per resident in its 
urban forestry program; and each 
must conduct an annual Arbor Day 
tree planting ceremony with an offi- 
cial Arbor Day proclamation.

X County approves Antioch Township subdivision

The Lake County board unani- 
mously approved preliminary for 
development in Antioch Township, 
Newport Cove, even though some 
residents adjacent to an under- 
ground wastewater treatment sys- 
tem are very upset. They not believe 
the treatment system will have a 
negative impact on their neighbor- 
hood. 

Developer Richard Sova of 
Landover Corporation in Hawthorn 
Woods plans to build a 67-homc 



subdivision on the 42-acre parcel in 
Antioch Township. Some neighbors 
are very upset, not only because of 
the density, but because of the water 
treatment plan that will be used in 
lieu of the individual septic fields 
that they were required to install on 
lots of a one-acre minimum. There is 
no hook-up to municipal water sys- 
tems available in the area. 

County Board Member Judy 
Martini from District One said this is 
a state-of-the-art system and is what 
die county board is looking at favor- 
ably. 

"The cost of running sewer lines 
to isolated areas of the county is pro- 



hibitive," Martini said. "It could cost 
as much as $20,000 for each house- 
holch The only cost-effective way is 
looking at onsitc wastewater treat- 
ment. It's new to Antioch so 1 under- 
stand why people are concerned. 

"I received more letters in favor 
of the development than against it. 
We had to look at what is better for 
the whole neighborhood," Martini 
said. "This will be a nice fit and 
improve property values. 

"The developer still has to come 
before die final engineering board. I 
know diey're afraid, but the health 
department won't let anything go in 
that isn't safe," Martini said. 



Wliile some of die lots backing 
the development are zoned R-l with 
minimum lot sizes of an acre, many 
other lots in the area were grandfa- 
thered in. and actually meet the 
description of R-3 zoning, Sova said. 

Sova said he thinks the neigh- 
bors confuse this with a big septic 
field, which no one would want to 
live near. An acre and a half of land 
that backs to properties on Heart O' 
Lakes Road, is the location of the 
water treatment system. The under- 
ground pipes will be angled away 
from homes and will be at least 80

Due to the failure of the referen- 
dum in District 41, the school board 
was quick to announce the repercus- 
sions of the vote. 

Superintendent' Michaei 

Anderson said the board was in the 
midst of restructuring, but the failure 
of the referendum forces more cuts. 

Dr. Anderson said 35 teaching 
positions will be cut However, once 
the district is certain of next year's 
enrollment figures, some positions 
will be reinstated. The board expects 
that the actual number of position to 
be cut is 22.5, 

"Five in elementary education 
programs will be cut, which will 




increase class sizes," Anderson said. 
"About half of the encore subjects in 
seventh- and eighth-grades will be 
eliminated." The district will elimi- 
nate the positions of school librarian 
and cut some of the special education 
aides. These cuts should save the dis- 
trict about $130,000, he said. The dis- 
trict will continue to offer art and 
band. "We're also going to eliminate 
late bus service and field trip service," 
he said. The classes will still go on 
field trips, but the bus service will 
have to be paid for by those whose 
children go on the trip. 

"This will probably be a hardship 
for some families/' Anderson said. 

Another way to offset costs, the 
district will increase fees. For outside 
entities that want to use the school 
buildings, user fees will go up. Lunch 



fees will also increase. 

Parents may feel the pinch the 
most when they pay registration fees 
for their children. Kindergarten fees 
will increase from $58 to $145. First- 
through sixth-grade costs will 
increase from $83 to $170, and sev- 
enth- and eight-grade fee will go from 
$123 to $210. 

In an effort to give parents some 
relief, they will be given a $20 dis- 
count if the fees are paid in full by 
May 27. If that is not feasible, parents 
may divide the cost in three pay- 
ments for May, June and July, 
Anderson said. 

There will also be Increased fees 
for extracurricular programs. Band 
for fifth- and sixth-graders will be 
$150, and for seventh- and eighth- 
grade the fee will be $210 a year. 



Extra-curricular activities for 
fifth- and sixth-graders will cost $50 
for each activity. In seventh- and 
eighth-grade the fee will be $70 for 
each activity. 

"We're trying to be sympathetic 
to families' needs, but people don't 
realize how many things the school 
does," Anderson said. On average, the 
school spends $350 for consumable 
goods for each child, and still will not 
be recovering that cost. 

The board has already recon- 
structed the administrative staff and 
cut five positions, he said, •

National Railroad, and was told they

In addition to the random gate- 
raising, one of the railroad's trains 
broke a coupling and blocked three 
crossings in Antioch for two hours.

Traffic 
had to be detoured from Route 173 
to Depot Street. 

"I'm not confident they have the 
situation under control. The rail- 
road has been entrenched since the 
1800s," Probst said. 

Probst is not content to wait 
for them to act, so last week he 
sent a complaint to the U.S. 
Department of Railroad 
Transportation. 

Until the problem is resolved, 
residents are urged to use cau- 
tion when using the Depot Street 
crossing in case the gate is up 
even though a train is coming.

She is getting her high school 
education through an accredited' 
online program in order to arrange her 
time for her equestrian passion.

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students graduate from this program, 
all colleges, including Harvard and 
Yale, accept the transcript grades. 

Only board member Ken Dziki is 
enthusiastically in favor of this idea.

"We can check grades and do 
drug testing. We need to be more flex- 
ible, like the work force," Dziki said. 

The district could change its cur- 
rent policy and let her play, according 
to die Dlinois High School Association 
rules.

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The "herniated disc" is a common back 
injury In people who take a fall or strain 
their backs. Likewise, dogs can suffer from 
herniated vertebral discs that can lead to 
severe pain or paralysis. 

Dr. Dianne Dunning, veterinary sur- 
geon at the University of Illinois Veterinary 
Teaching Hospital in Urbana, explains that 
though these injuries can be serious, there 
arc effective treatments, 
such as physical rehabilita- - 
lion and surgery. 

Between each pair of 
vertebrae there sits an inter- 
vertebral disc, which 
Dunning compares to a jelly 
donut. "An outer fibrous 
ring called die annuius 
fibrosis is like the cake 
donut, and it is filled with a 
dense, shock-absorbing 
material called the nucleus pulposus, 
which is like the jelly." 

If the "jelly" becomes calcified and 
hard, it loses its shock-absorbing capacity. 
Pressure or trauma can cause the calcified 
material to bulge or explode into the near- 
by spinal canal, which houses the spinal 
cord, a process called herniation. The 
resulting pressure on the spinal cord can 
result in clinical signs ranging from pain to 
complete loss of feeling and function of the 
limb. 

Classically, there are two types of disc 
herniation: "disc extrusion" occurs when 
the nucleus pulposus explodes into the 




spinal canal and "disc bulging" is when the 
nucleus pulposus protrudes into the spinal 
canal. Tills latter type is the type common- 
ly suffered by people. 

Some dog breeds, particularly "dwarf" 
breeds with long bodies and short legs 
(such as basset hounds, dachshunds, and 
Pekingese), are prone to disc extrusion as 
they experience a condition know as chon- 
droid metaplasia, where die 
discs begin to deteriorate and 
calcify as early as one year of 
age. Large breed dogs (such as 
labradors, German shepherds, 
and doberman pinschers) are 
more prone to disc protrusion, 
similar to what is seen in peo- 
ple. 

The clinical signs 
stemming from the disc herni- 
ation depend upon the loca- 
tion of the injury, a disc injury in die lower 
back can cause problems only in the hind 
limbs, whereas an injury in die neck can 
cause dysfunction in all limbs. Dr. Dunning 
explains that with spinal injuries, neurolog- 
ical function is lost In a specific order, and 
the chance for recovery is greatiy influ- 
enced by seeking prompt medical atten- 
tion. 

In the first stage an animal loses propri- 
oception, or its ability to know where its 
limbs are. When tiiis happens, an animal 
will display a "drunken" walk, known as 
ataxia. If the problem worsens, the animal 
will lose its ability to move its legs. In the last 



stage of paralysis an animal loses its ability 
to feel it legs. Paralysis can be progressive, 
going Tram bad to worse, so an animal dis- 
playing any of Uiese signs should be seen by 
a veterinarian immediately. 

The treatment for disc herniation 
depends on the degree and duration of 
neurological dysfunction. For mild disc 
injuries with no loss of strength or volun- 
tary movement, a veterinarian will pre- 
scribe rest and limited activity, just as a 
human doctor advises against heavy lifting 
or odier activity that may stress the spine. 

In lieu of or in addition to surgery, 
rehabilitation (known as physical therapy 
in human medicine) can be an essential 
part of spinal injury treatment. 
Rehabilitation can involve underwater 
treadmills and exercises designed to 
strengthen muscles and neurological func- 
tion. 

Unfortunately, disc herniation is an 
injury that can happen repeatedly, in differ- 
ent vertebrae, especially in breeds tiiat are 
predisposed. The most common sites for 
d is c hern i a t i o n are th e lower back and neck 
areas, where die immobile rib cage joins 
areas of high movement, causing stress on 
those vertebrae. 

Also, use a chest harness Instead of 
attaching leashes to buckle collars tiiat can 
pull suddenly on the neck. If possible, avoid 
sudden stops and starts tiiat can stress the 
spine, such as launching off furniture. 
Training a small dog not to jump off furni- 
ture can curb risky habits.

Signed to a contract, 
die Buckinghams followed their smash hit with 
five more including "Don't Care," "Mercy, 
Mercy, Mercy," and "Susan." With its signature 
horn riff the Ides of March's "Vehicle" has 
earned a place in rock history. With the current 
line-up including original lead singer Jim 
Peterik, the Ides first formed in 1965 while still 
attending Morton West High School. Breaking 
up in 1973, Peterik went on tosolo success with 
Survivor, co-penning hits like "Eye of the 
Tiger," TheSearch is Over" and "High On You." 
Reuniting inl990 for a one time performance, 
the Ides decided to reunite permanently. 
Hailing from Hinsdale, Illinois the Cryan* 
Shames debut "It Could Be We're In Love," 
made them a household name in the '60s, With 
albums like Sugar & Spice, Scratch in the Sky 
and Synthesis, The Cryan' Shames charted 
some of the hottest music of the decade. 
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Sean Allan Krill and Lance Stuart Baker in Tom Stoppard's 
entertaining "Travesties" at Court Theatre.

Tom Stoppard's inspired "Travesties," 
written in 1975, combines farce wiUt imag- 
ined historical memories in a single, divert- 



ing play. But die experience of 
seeing it now performed at 
Court Theatre might be com- 
parable to taking a trip 
dirough a literary buzz-saw. 

Stoppard's rapid-fire 
wordplay runs rampant here 
and keeps audience members 
on their toes. He parodies pol- 
itics, history, art and econom- 
ics. The literary allusions arc 
head-spinners as is the mix of 
multi-lingual puns, physical 
humor and serious commen- 
tary. Smart, energedc direc- 
don by Charles Newell keeps 
the producdon on track, if a 
little long, as it approaches 
three hours. 

The play's narrator, the 
fictional Henry Carr {Lance 
Stuart Baker, in a droll perfor- 
mance), finds his recollections 
aren't as sharp in 1974, die 
year the play was set, as in 
1917 when he was (or so he 
claims) a minor 
official of die British consul in 
Zurich. 

Flashbacks from that ear- 
lier period processed dirough 
Carr's foggy mind bring 
together diree major historical 
figures: author James Joyce 
(Jay Whittaker), revolutionary 
Vladimir Uich Lenin (Tim 
Donoghue) and Dadist poet 
Tristan Tzara (Sean Alan Krill). 
The authenticity of those 
memories stretches plausibili- 
ty even diough they add to the play's wacky 
flavor. 

If that's not enough, a subplot is interwo- 
ven involving a production of Oscar Wilde's 




"The Importance of Being Earnest" from 
which are borrowed two characters, Cicely 
(Cristen Paige) and Gwendolyn (Heidi 
Kettering). 

The play opens with a frenetic scene in a 
Zurich library Qohn Culbert's fine set) with 
Lenin toiling over his manifesto, Joyce writ- 
ing "Ulysses" and Tzara cutting up and rear- 
ranging literature to suit his whims. 

The intersection of this unlikely trio 
lends itself to some witty sparring. Tzara 
insists Uiat art means whatever you want it to 
mean, but Joyce isn't buying it. He blasts 
Tzara, "You're a little man with an overripe 
need to express yourself far beyond your nat- 
ural gifts." 

In Act II, a cultural revolution has hit 
Russia and Lenin is desperate to return to his 
homeland. He argues that literature must 
become "state literature." But Henry the 
narator dismisses the revoludonary with the 
putdown: "There's nothing wrong with 
Lenin — except his politics." 

Anodier mind-bending scene finds prim 
"librarianess" Cicely in an unexpected bur- 
lesque number. 

Rounding out the talented cast are die 
very fine Matdicw Krause as Carr's punctil- 
ious manservant and Mary Beth Fisher as 
Lenin's wife.

Lisa Burgoon, a McKinlcy Health 
Educator, University of Illinois at Urbana- 
Champaign and Becky Roach, a teaching 
associate in the Department of Food Science 
and Human Nutrition at UIUC, will discuss 
healthful weight management. Both Lisa and 
Becky are registered dietitians providing 
nutrition education to UIUC students. Lisa is 
writing a sports nutrition textbook and man- 
ages McKinley's Sportwell Center and Becky 
teaches an undergraduate nutrition course. 
They will explore the effectiveness of a num- 
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bcr of popular diets and discuss helpful and 
safe ways to achieve and maintain weight loss.

I logically told this 
mom that if she continued to let this child's 
emotional outbursts get him out of homework, 
or bring her near-by, the behavior would con- 
tinue and nothing would ever improve. I was 
flabbergasted ather response, but after diinkiiig 
about it, I noticed that I have seen a lot of oUier 
examples of it in our society. She told me mat 
she couldn't bear to see her child struggle and 
that she would do anything to stop his struggle. 
While I can appreciate her feelings as a modicr, 
I Immediately responded back to her Uiat the 
struggle is what creates the growth and the 
learning and die character. The struggle is the 
gold. It is where Uie essence of appreciation 
comes from (have you ever met someone 
who never had to struggle for anything in 
their lives-they are pretty scary people.) It is 
also something imperative for all parents to 
allow their kids to do in their safe presence 
so they don't have to do it for the first time 



out in the world by themselves. 

Now, for those of you who think I am a 
nasty person, cool your jets while I explain! 
Optimum struggle is die absolute key to achiev- 
ing greatness. There is not one famous person 
who 1 can diink of who didn't have to go 
through some struggle to get to the top. In fact, 
I beard about a recent study of die top 10 rich- 
est people in the wojld. They asked Uiese peo- 
ple about their past educadonal and work 
experiences. Each one of them reported being 
fired from many jobs prior to reaching die thing 
diey were great at. Each one of diem reported 
past failures. Some of them reported not doing 
extraordinarily well in school. I am not trying to 
align riches widi success, however, I am hoping 
you understand diat out of struggle for success 
arises the real power and die strong human 
being inside each one of us! I also had to work 
extraordinarily hard to get where I am today 
too. 1 had my share of failures. Each one lead to 
something else that was wonderful. The stnig- 
gle was the very thing that made me as strong 
as I am now, and I am pretty strong! 

We seem to have a fear of struggle and a 
fear of failure in our society. I see diis manifest- 
ing itself primarily widi kids and school per- 
formance. We will run circles around kids to 
protect diem from their weaknesses. We con- 
trive situations to make them feel just as suc- 
cessful as anyone else without the same level of 
effort. Specifically, recendy, I have seen many 
examples of lowering standards to make filings 
easier on kids. I have seen grades done away 
widi so no one gets dieir self-esteem hurt when 
diey don't do well. If you don't measure any-* 
thing, I guess you cannot tell how poorly you 
are doing. 1 have seen kids who are distractible 
being put into perfecdy contrived situations so 
that there is nodiing to be distracted by. I have 
seen parents do homework for kids or let kids' 
not do homework because it is causing die 
child some stress. This is die absolute wrong 
thing to do to these kids. 

We do not live In a stress free world. We do

not live in a world with no standards. The adult 
world and the work world have plenty of stan- 
dards and we all know how harsh it can be. Why 
are we handling diese kids with 'kid gloves' 
when we should be training them to handle 
what they need to successfully. In die program 
1 run, everyday, 1 see examples of kids who have 
been told diey cannot do more than what diey 
are doing. Kids who have had die standards 
changed for diem. Kids whose parents don't 
want to watch diem struggle so they just allow 
them to not do the work or be responsible for 
themselves. This is just so wrong and a waste of 
great raw materials! These kids can do it \yhen 
given the right kind of mindset! 

Now, do not assume here that I am saying 
that we should load kids up widi diings that are 
way above them or way too hard for them. I am 
saying that' we should not design everydn'ng to 
be easy enough for them to handle without any 
struggle. The optimum place for a child to be 
operating is at a level of medium stnigglc. lust 
at the place where they have to work to get to 
the answer, but not be totally overwhelmed. If 
that means that we break filings down into 
smaller parts and then build it back up into the 
whole, thnt,s what it means. But taking it away 
and givinga much easier diing to do or to say so 
we don.t have to see the child upset, ever, is just 
plain unrealistic. 

Anodier thing that can happen from this is 
that kids can develop a bad habit when being 
asked to work. If their modus operandi is to cry 
or get angry when they are presented with 
work, and that has worked to get diem out of it 
in die past, diey will condnuc to use it even if 
the work isn't diat hard for diem anymore. That 
is a common diing I see with kids who see me. 
They have some processing issues to begin 
widi, but somewhere along die way, someone 
has decided to lighten dieir load when they get 
upset, so now they get upset for any work at all. 
Docs it mean dial their processing Is getdng 
worse? No way! It means diat the behavior 
worked before and diey are just using it again. 
I was very saddened to hear this mom say 
this, but 1 felt good diat at least I could say dds 
to her and to you. Challenge your kids! Don't 
ever let them get out of work because of tears or 
anger. Help them learn how to break somediing 
d own into smaller parts so it isn ,t as scary. If you 
feel there is a processing issue or behavior issue 
going on, make it right and get on widi it. You 
see, it is best to fix what needs fixing and let die 
child be responsible for himself or herself as 
much as possible in his or her life. Making 
diings easier or letting a child not do somediing 
because it is hard, is creating a very sad and 
dangerous padi for that child. I want to make 
sure all of your kids do not go down diat padi!

Brainerd, Minn...The In-Fisherman Professional Walleye Trail (PWT) pro anglers voted Mike Gofron to win this season's njost 
coveted title. They cast their votes for him to earn the prestigious $25,000 Angler of the Year award. 

Gofron, from Antioch, Illinois, is expected to do well in the first PWT tournament, the Optima Batteries/Berkley Pro-Am on the 
Fox Chain of Lakes. He lives on the shore of this system; it is his "home" lake; his walleye upbringing occurred on these lakes; 98 per- 
cent of the pros have never fished the Chain; and he is the favorite. 

Add to that the fact Gofron has the most top 10 PWT finishes of any pro (28), is a past Angler of the Year, a 2-time Optima Top 
Gun winner, a Mercury Championship winner, a multiple tournament winner, and led the 2004 Angler of the Year race until Tommy 
Skarlis captured the title in a bold "go-for-the-glory" move on Bay de Noc last August. 

With the votes tallied, Gofron was Number One. The next four Angler of the Year pros, by vote, all live in Wisconsin; Gary 
Parsons, second, Glidden, Keith Kavajecz, third, Kaukauna, Dan Plautz, fourth, Muskego, and Brad Davis,, fifth, Jackson. Skarlis, Walker, 
Minn., last year's Angler of the Year was ranked sixth by the pros.

Amateurs/co-anglers use the pro's tackle and gear, find the best spots to fish and learn the secret tactics of 
the pro anglers. The PWT is a combined "boat-weight" format, with education the number one reason to fish to PWT. Pros, based on 
strict qualifications, are invited to fish. The pro fields were filled in early February. 

The PWT had its inaugural tournament in 1989 and has been followed with a circuit every year since. Nearly $1 8,000,000 in cash 
and merchandise prizes have been paid during that time. In 2005, the PWT once again welomes all anglers, especially those who want to 
learn more about walleyes and those who want to increase their tournament education., Many of today's hig-ranked pros began their 
careers as PWT amateurs/cq-anglers. The top 40 pros and top 40 amateurs win more than $300,000 in prizes at each tournament.

GPS study of county 



now completed 



Baxter & Woodman, Inc. Consulting 
Engineers, which completed a standardiza- 
tion fbr all of McHenry County's geography in 
relalio'n to state and federal coordinate sys- 
tems late last year, announced that company 
engineers recently finished a similar study 
for Lake County. 

The project employs the United States' 
Global Positioning System (GPS) and 
Geographical Information Systems (GISj 
technology to produce advanced digital 
maps of the county. 

Previously, municipalities and other 
organizations' were usually charged thou- 
sands of dollars for a GPS calibration. 
"Normally, we survey jobs on a local coordi- 
nate system," explains GPS/Survey 
Supervisor Chris Wellbank, "municipalities 
benefit because now all of their jobs can be 
done quickly and easily all on the Illinois 
State Plane Coordinate System and accurate- 
ly imported into a base map." 

Communities can now enjoy the same 
level of GPS precision and accuracy without 
paying for an individual calibration. The 
result is a very quick, accurate, cost-effective, 
and survey-grade project. 



By taking advantage of this new opportu- 
nity, municipalities can count on all of their 
projects lining up with standard mapping 
data. Most Lake County communities have, 
already invested in G1S technology, using an 
established database connected to comput- 
erized base maps of the city or village. 

The databases of these base maps can be 
updated to include information from field 
research and surveying, such as the location 
of roads, water pipes, sewers, electrical wires, 
gas mains, and even records of infrastructure 
repairs. 

Used by soldiers, hikers, aviators, and car 
companies, GPS technology is now also uti- 
lized by public works personnel and munici- 
pal planners and designers. GPS is a group of 
24 satellites orbiting in space which work 
together with ground stations to locate or 
give the location of any point on earth. 

The State Plane Coordinate System, in 
which each state has determined a system for 
giving accurate horizontal land locations 
through north-south and east-west coordi- 
nates, uses the GPS satellites, as doe's the 
USGS Vertical Datum, which locates points 
above and below the earths surface.

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The heading or this week's post-election commentary 
is an oft-heard question, especially from political 
pundits, would-be pundits and analyzers enjoying 
the benefit of hindsight. In the case of four high pro- 
file municipal elections — namely Antioch, Gurnee, 
Mundelein and Fox Lake — where incumbent mayors were top- 
pled, the direction of the future was pretty well spelled out in 
campaign rhetoric. The voters spoke. They want a different 
direction. 



With the defeat of the transportation tax — make that 
another defeat— the direction isn't clear at all. Did the major- 
ity voting down a sales tax increase for new road funds say 
they're unconcerned about highway gridlock, undercutting 
vital economic growth and the threat to clogged roadways to 
our quality of life? Hardly. The reasons for the half cent 
increase to improve highway transportation arc many and 
complex. 'Hie debate for what to do began April 6, die day after 
election. 

The public's aversion to more taxes got another endorse- 
ment in the defeat of the road tax. So public officials, mostly 
county leaders, can start delving into other ways to Rnd funds 
for highway betterment. In the overall scheme of things, creep- 
ing along in rush hour traffic twice a day apparently isn't the 
high priority diat it is believed to be. Many motorists feel 
they're already paying enough taxes for roads as gasoline prices 
keep climbing to the clouds. Use the increased income wisely. 
This reasoning ties in with the argument that Lake County 
highway improvements can be handled incrementally. 

In planning to ask for additional sales lax monies, county 
officials didn't foresee a 50 cent a gallon increase at election 
time. The timing for a tax referenda couldn't have been worse. 
We like the "piece at a time" approach and recommend it to the 
powers to be. The plans for improvements don't have to be 

scrapped. They're good plans. 

•••••• 

The strategy of school boards to, keep hammering away for 
more taxes — we're thinking of Dist. 56 in Gurnee with a sev- 
enth defeat and Dist. 46 in Grayslake with a fourth defeat — is 
bankrupt. Only school districts where the public has confi- 
dence that officials know how to manage money have a chance 
for referenda approval in today's anti-tax climate. And these 
districts don't have their hands out. Go figure. 

There is evidence that school voters will do the right thing 
when their backs arc against the wall. This was manifested in 
the bcleagured Gavin Elementary School District locally 
famous for cracked roof trusses. A spirited campaign 
unmasked breathtaking incompetence on the part of the 
superintendent and sitting board of education, reckless spend- 
ing, grossly misplaced judgment and perhaps even some crim- 
inal dereliction of duty. In a spirit of "throw out the rascals," 
citizens literally took back their school district to begin a long 
and painful journey to restore fiscal responsibility and confi- 
dence in district leadership. 

Leveling the field 
for main street 

Maybe it took the impetus of a heated election, but 
Antioch trustees finally moved to adopt a plan 
that provides both an answer to the question of 
dealing with new box store growth and leveling 
the playing field for main street businesses coping with com- 
petition brought by mega corporations. 

Village trustees voted 4-1 with one abstention to create a 
special Business District Fund with income provided by sales 
tax generated by the new competitors. The plan doesn't pro- 
vide all the answers for ironing out all the problems associated 
with new shopping center impact on existing businesses. But 
it will help and certainly provides an avenue for odier munici- 
palities faced with similar predicaments arising out of new 
growth vs. consideration of existing businesses. 

Basically, the plan provides setting aside 25 percent of the 
new sales tax to be generated by Wal-Mart in fund to be used 
for improvements to Antioch's existing downtown. The plan 
was advanced approximately a year ago by Trustee Barbara 
Porch, an outspoken advocate for local retailing, but never 
acted upon In the political turmoil surrounding approval of 
Wal-Mart. In Antioch's case, Wal-Mart will generate $600,000 
for the village annually. So downtown business will benefit to 
the tune or $150,000 per year in capital improvements and 
other enhancements. 




Odds are heavy that 
College of Lake 
County will begin 
a new academic 
year widi an interim presi- 
dent. CLC was left at the 
altar when the board of 
directors first choice to suc- 
ceed retiring President 
Gretchen Naff took an 
abrupt turn and accepted 
the presidency of National 
Louis University, Evanston.

In a word, CLC was "dou- 
ble clutched." There's rea- 
son to believe that die Lake 
County post was never the 
first choice of the top rated 
candidate following a 
national search. The educa- 
tor's name doesn't make any 
difference anymore. Who 
cares? It didn't work out due 
to no one's fault at CLC. 

"We'll do fine. We've got 
a strong board and a good 
administrative team/' 
exclaimed Rich Anderson, 
senior trustee and a former 
board chairman. 

Working almost a year 
on die process to name a 
successor to NafT, CLC nar- 
rowed the field to four candi- 
dates all befitting the presi- 
dential stature for a commu- 
nity college widi a national 
reputation for excellence. 
Compensation always is a 
consideration. A tax sup- 
ported institution like CLC 
isn't in the same salary 
league such as a well 
endowed private institution 



like National Louis. Nor 
should it be. 

There really wasn't a fall 
back or Plan B if die top . 
choice didn't work out. 
Privately, die CLC directors 
were concerned about the 
age of die oUier candidates. 
Too many years. Totficir 
credit, the CLC directors 
don't see die hard-charging 
' Lake County college as a pre- 
retirement haven. They 
want a "stayer." 

As Anderson put, "We 
want a president who is 
going to be at CLC a long 
time." 

Naff was president for a 
decade and before diat was a 
top aide in die college 
administrative structure. 
She had time to create a 
legacy. The Naff years in the 
presidency were highly pro- 
ductive, including siting of 
the mulli-versity, expansion 
or the CLC Foundation, con- 
struction of a state-of-the-art 
dieater and arts center, and 
expansion of Southlake cam- 
pus to name a short list. 

CLC directors are in the 
same boat as University of 
Illinois Athletic Ron 
Guendier was two years ago. 
After two high profile basket-. 
ball coaches used die If of I 
as stepping stones, 
Guenther put a high priority 
on loyalty and longevity in 
hiring a new coach. He got 
bodi plus a super coach in 
Final Four Bruce Weber. 
CIjC directors can experience 



the same fortune if diey keep 
their powder dry.

Sheriff responds to 911 VoIP questions 



The Lake County Sheriff's Office has 
received inquiries regarding 911 services with- 
in Voice over Internet Protocol telephone serv- 
ice (VoIP). 

Many consumers have traded in tfieir tra- 
ditional phone service for Voice over the 
Internet Protocol service (VoIP). VoIP phone 
service is provided by any number of Internet 
service provider companies and serves as an 
alternative to traditional phone company tele- 
phone service. However, some customers are 
not aware of the limitations VoIP can have on 
911 emergency services. 

Some VoIP services do not provide direct 
access to the 911 infrastructures nor do they 
provide valuable information about the caller's 
location or call back phone number. In Texas 
recently, a young girl was home with her par- 
ents when an intruder entered die home and 
began firing a gun. The girl, who was upstairs 
at the time attempted to call 911 from a VoIP 



set up phone. She was told by a recording diat 
she needed to call 911 from a different phone 
as die VoIP line could not connect her to die 
help that she so very much needed. 

VoIP support for 911 varies depending on 
your location, how you set up your account, 
and even your VoIP provider. Typically, 911 
dialing results in die call going to die non-911 
line in a communications center, which means 
there is no guarantee that name and address 
information will he displayed. In addition, 
VoIP 91 1 dialing often directs the call to the 
consumer's home location even if they are in a 
different state or country. This- may cause a 
delay while a dispatcher attempts to connect 
you with the proper jurisdiction. 

Consumers should be sure to ask ques- 
tions regarding 911 and die use of VoIP when 
deciding on an Internet service provider wi.th 
VoIP capabilities. For further information on 
VoIP 91 1 issues, log on to www.91 lvoip.org.

recent expansions of Rollins Road and 
Washington Street as examples of how they 
are making changes. 

With the referendum failing for a second 
time, county officials have said they will not 
pursue it again. But widi the county's popu- 
lation expected to eclipse 800,000 by 2010, 
something needs to done to get funding, 
said county board member Steve Carlson (R- 
Gurnee). 

And that funding should come from the 
state, Carlson said. 

"I think the emphasis should be on 
increasing the state's share of road revenue," 
Carlson said. "This discussion always stops 
when people say the state doesn't have any 
money. Why don't diey have money?" 

State Sen. Terry Link (D-Waukegan) said 
it isn't that die state of Illinois is strapped for 
cash - it's the whole nation. 

"We've got less dollars going toward 
everything," Link said, adding that health 
care and education are also taking hits. 

Carlson was one of four board members 
to vote against putting the sales tax to refer- 
endum in January. He said diat he did not 
think the county should be looking to bail 
out the state, because the.county has its own . 
funding problems. 

"It's not our job," Carlson said. "The state 
should raise taxes. Don't pass the buck to 
local government. Across the board the state 
runs away so they can run around saying 'I 
held the line on taxes.'" 



Link agreed that none wants to raise 
taxes, but added that they are trying to do 
something to help roads. 

State Sen. Susan Garrett (D-Lake Forest) 
said that many times projects that are 
approved do not get funding for a few years. 
Because of that, the stale is still working to 
catch up on other road projects -particular- 
ly federally mandated ones. 

Carlson said one of the main things he 
wants is effort by die state. While he under- 
stands the state budget is tight, and many 
people arc looking for funding, he said he 
wants state legislators to be able to say they 
tried 

"The state's not going to come through if 
we don't raise hell," Carlson said. "I want to 
raise hell." 

On a personal level Link said he's been 
working for funding to improve Routes 22 
and 60. And other legislators are doing the 
same with other roads, he added. 

To help get the message across, county 
officials have held meetings with state legis- 
lators, Burton said. 

"The problem is not going away, but we 
don't stop here," Burton said. 

Burton said he thinks something needs 
to be resolved to help the tfaffic'situaUon in 
die county. State roads like Routes 45, 60, 22 
and 120 are becoming nightmares, he said. 

"It's just not going to cut it anymore," 
Burton said.

Spring has arrived, complete 
with singing birds, rising tem- 
peratures, the explosion of

Perhaps never in school history has 
Antioch's soccer team had as talented a 
duo as senior Gina Florian and junior 
Kelsey Morway. The numbers certainly 
back up that statement as both are currently 
tied for 5th all-time on die school's career 
scoring list with 114 points apiece, with 1992 
graduate Carrie Dclaney holding the record at 
144 points (60 goals, 24 assists). 

"They've played together for so long (three 
years) that they know exactly what the other 
will do," Antioch coach Charlie Trout said. 
"They're one heck of a duo." 

It's almost a telepathic connection, 
according to Florian. 

"We melded right away," Florian said. "If I 
pass her the ball, she lias such a good sense of 
where everyone is, and she creals space for 
everyone." 

A few years ago, the New York Giants had 
the "Thunder and Lightning" backfield combo 
of bruiser Hon Dayne and the speedster Tiki 
Barber. The Sequoits have a similar one in the 
powerful Florian and the flashy Morway. 

"Gina has real good size and speed," Trout 
said. "She can be dominant at times. She's a 
powerful player and a real hard worker. She's 
in the best shape of her life right now." 

Florian recently committed to Winona 
State University in Minnesota, so a lot of her 
hard work came from her desire to be in shape 
for her upcoming college career. 

"1 also want to go out with a bang my sen- 
ior year," Florian said, "And it all starts with 
conditioning." 

With several key players graduating from 
last year's team, Trout was faced with the deci- 
sion or moving Florian from die forward posi- 
tion to the midfield. 

"I like to have someone who can win die 
ball in the middle and Gina's so powerful," 
Trout said. "She sees a lot of what's happening 
and she works hard for the ball in the mid- 
field." 

After a few early hiccups, Florian has 
begun to embrace the position change. 

Tve always been a forward, so it took me 
a couple of games to get used to it, but now I'm 
comfortable," Florian said. "My goal now is to 
win every ball in the middle. Trout says that 
games are won in the middle." 

Another reason for the switch, according 
to 'IVout, was Florian's leadership ability, a key 
for a center midfielder. 

"I need her leadership out there," Trout 
said. "She's, a very good captain. She's very

supportive of die other kids and she's willing 
to take younger players under her vJing." 

"I love being a captain; I've wanted it for a 
long time," Florian said. "I love motivating 
people and 1 have such a passion for the game 
of soccer." 

Morway also shares Florian's passion for 
die game, keeping her head up despite two 
knee surgeries in her career. 

. "It's been hard just getting back," Morway 
said. "It's even harder with die knee brace 
because 1 can't run as fast with it. I'm probably 
at 80 or 90 percent right now." 

Which is still pretty darn good, according 
to Trout. 

"Kelsey is a great attacker, just a great 
soccer player," Trout said. "She's flashy, but 
she's not a showoff. She can do things widi 
the ball that I've never seen before. Her drib- 
bling Is fantastic and she's very fast. She also 



scores a lot of goals (47 in her career) but that 
may not even be her forte. What makes her 
the player she is, is her ability to see her 
teammates." 

While Morway kept her head up despite 
die recent injuries, diat ability has also helped 
her on die field. 

"I'm comfortable with the ball on my foot, 
so I'm able to keep my head up and see die 
whole field," Morway said.

"The 
one thing is dial we have to make sure to avoid 
any injuries. If we do that, then we can look 
toward sectionals and state. But for right now, 
we're just trying lo focus on what we have to 
do to improve day-to-day." 

If Kelly is going to be successful in his 
goals to topple Zion-Benlon's regime, of con- 
trol on the area boys track scene, he needs 



numerous athletes to bear some of the 
responsibility. Kelly's focus remains upon the 
middle and long distance runners as he feels 
the majority of Libertyville's talent lies. 

"Justin Hanson is another guy dial we're 
expecting to really step up for us," K Kelly said. 
"He runs in the middle distance races in both 
the '100-meter and 800-meter races and he's 
been good for us." 

Hanson isn't the only Wildcat Kelly wants 
to make a splash in the local boys track scene. 
Jack Howard joins Hanson in the Libertyvilie 
bid for dominance in die 400-meter competi- 
tion and sophomore Tim Taylor is expected to 
carry the team to bigger things in the 1600- 
meter event, 

"We actually have a really strong group of 
middle distance guys widi Hanson and we 
also have a guy named Jack Howard who's a 
400 runner," Kelly said. "In the long distance 
group, (sophomore) Tim Taylor has really 
emerged as one of our better runners." 

While Hanson and Howard have long 
been staples widiin die Wildcat lineup as 
strong runners, there is a promising newcom- 
er within the Libertyvilie ranks. Senior Steffen 
Vroom conies into the program as a soccer 
star who has very little experience in track. 
However, Kelly says the young man is a prom- 
ising sprinter due to the' running slrengdi he 
has gained on the soccer field. 

"Steffen Vroom is a senior sprinter that 
we're expecdng a lot out of," Kelly said, "He's 
actually going to DePaul to play soccer, so he's 
a tremendous athlete and he just started widi 



us, so he lacks some basic skills. However, 
what I think 'he lacks in knowledge and prac- 
tice, he more Uian makes up for in sheer speed 
and talent." 

While Kelly sees a lot of potential arid talent 
widiin his team's roster, he always slops short of 
making any predlcdons. The constant fear of 
jinxing die team's good vibe weighs heavily on 
his mind - maybe not in the luck sense, but in 
die sense tiiat he doesn't want anydiing to 
compromise die healdi of his athletes. 

"1 really don't want to look too far into the 
future because I don't know if injuries are 
going to hurt us this season," Kelly said. "As a 
track coach, you have to utilize die talent you 
have in the right places and if somediing like 
an injury was to disrupt that balance, it makes 
my job very difficult." 

Injuries miglit.be a constant fear for the 
coach, but even if the injury bug did bit a few 
Libertyvilie athletes, the team would be rela- 
dvely okay. The team benefits from depth as 
numerous top spots are always in contention 
for the 100-person strong roster. For Kelly, it's 
especially exciting as it is the largest talent 
pool he has ever coached in his two-year reign 
as Libertyvilie track coach. 

"This is a really fun team to coach because 
it's made up of a group of good kids," Kelly 
said. "We've got a large team widi 110 people 
and diis is die biggest team I've seen in my 
tenure here. It really helps when you have that 
kind of competition because it creates a sense 
of urgency for all of the athletes and it makes 
them want to get better."

Sprinting and throwing isn't the only area 
where Brady has a crop of young guns as die 
distance runners also provide sheer talent for 
Brady and his staff to mold. 

"We've got a new distance runner named 
Miguel Martinez and he's been surprising," 
Brady said. "We've got some new dirowers, 
Arturo Mejia is probably our second best 
thrower right now and he's pretty close to our 
first place guy. If we can get a guy to teach him 
some things about throwing, he could be real- 
ly talented."
